Cuicaao, Feb. 6. —The prospect of 
the successful launching of the West- 
ern Traffic Association is growing 
more and more dubious. Men who 
believed it would be pushed toa suc- 
cessful issue now say they don’t see 
how the scheme can be carried out in 
view of the obstacles being thrown 
in their way. The Santa Fe has 
practicaliy blocked the provision for 
competitive . traffic, the most impor- 
tant featura of the plan, by refusing 
to make up a deficiency due other 
lines by diverting freight to them at 
Kansas City as ordered by the arbi- 
trators of the tonnage pool. The Santa 
Fe refused on the grounds that it is 
entitled to more than 40 per cent. of 
the total traffic from southwestern 
Missouri river points, and has been 
getting less than thirty. 

Chairman Walker saysthe arbitra- 
tors can do nothing in the faco of such 
a state of affairs and acknowledged the 
agreement had been broken. In pas- 
senger affairs the Santa Fe has also 
willfully violated pledges by disturb- 
ing rates between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago in connection with the Jackson- 
ville Southeastern.

The Committee Lay the Biame 
Onto the Last Legisiature. 
The following is the report of the 
joint committee of the two branches 
of the Legislature on the Constitu- 
tional Convention question : 


Mr. Presipenr: The joint com- 
mittee appointed to examine the mat- 
ter of canvassing the vote on the Con- 
stitutional Convention respectfully 
submit the following report: 

Upon examination we find that the 
last Legislature made no provision for 
printing ballots or authorizing the 
Judges and Inspectors of Election at 
the different polls of the State to count 
and make returns of the vote cast for 
and against the Convention, or for re- 
turning the abstract thereof to any 
State officers, and that they failed to 
authorize the State Canvassing Board 
or any State officers to canvass such 
vote. 

Upon examination of abstracts of 
yotes cast in the several counties, at 
present in the office of the Secretary 
of State, we find as follows:

THE UNION PACIFIC. RAILROAD, 


Building Receives a Paralyzisug 
Check. 


In explanation of the dispatch of 
twodays ago that the Union Pacific 
bad discontinued its construction de 
partment, and asa straw. indicating 
the chances of completing the Milford 
branch to Pioche, the following from 
the Salt Lake 7ribune is given: 

CONSTRUCTION DEPARTMENT GONE. 

Resident Engineer H. M. McCart- 
ney of the Union Pacific returned yes- 


terday from Omaha with tbe cheerful 
information that the Union Pacific 
construction department has been 
abolished, and as nearly all the engi- 
neers in the employ of the Union Pa- 
cific were in the construction depart- 
ment, 228 men are left out, including 
chief engineer Bogue, himself. On 
November Ist, the company had under 
process of construction, work aggre- 
gating in value, $17,000,000, the largest 
items being $10,000,000 for the Seattle 
extension, and $2,500,000 for the Mil- 
ford extension. When construction 
stopped the unfinished work on main- 
line, trestles, depot “and yard repairs 
and replacing of ties, work that was 
imperative was gradually finished up 
and everything else was neglected. 
When will construction be resumed? 
‘Well, that is something about which 
you know as much as I do. You 
newspaper fellows have been decrying 
Adams and calling fora change; you 
have wanted a man who kuew how to 
run a railroad, and now you have got 
him. The proposition is that there 
shall be no more construction; the 
corollary to which is there isno need 
of a construction force, hence the 
bouncing of the entire department.’’ 
To a query asto Mr. Bogue’s future, 
Mr. McCartney said that ex-official 
would be seat to the Seattle extension 
to settle up the very much muddled 
accounts there. A man with an ex- 
tensively ramified head was necessary 
for such work, and Bogue was just the 
daisy to doit. Mr. McCartney doubt- 
ed much if anything approximating to 
constrnaction would be taken up under 
three years. The road has not been 
purged entirely of engineers, has it, 
was asked. Oh, no. There is a road- 
master or engineer for mair.tenanee of 
way remaining with each division, 
who reports directly to his division 
superintendent, and not to Omaha. 
Mr. McCartney remains in Salt Lake, 
which he thinks is better than any 
other place he ever wasipn, and will 
turn his attention to engineering in 
other pastures than the Union Pacific. 
The ottice of res-dent engineer of the 
Union Pacific is permanently closed 
in thiscity, and all the papers, docu- 
ments and all property pertaining to| 
this work will be moved from the Des- 
eret bank building and the depot to 
Omaha.

The Pliaintiff Defeated and Ke- 
covers Nothing. 
The Supreme Court of Utah has 
rendered an important deeision in 
favor of the defendant in the case of

broker in Salt Lake City in May, 1889, 
two tickets to San Diego, Cal., for 
himself and wife. They rode on the 
strength of these to Promontory, and 
the conductor then refused to honor 
the tickets, took them up and required 
plaintiff to pay full fare for himself 
and wife to their destination,-or to be 
put off the train. Plaintitf paid the 
fare, and this suit’ is brought to re- 
cover smngee for this breach of duty 
as Claimed by plaintiff. Plaintiff re- 
covered judgment in the court below, 
and the defendant appeals, asserting 
that it was the duty of the conductor 
to refuse to honor the tickets, take 
them up and compel plaintiff to pay 
fall fare or leave the train. 
The decision in full is too long for 
publication, but it simply resulted in 
the defeat of the plaintiff, and estab- 
lishes the fact that tickets so pur- 
chased are of no value.

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AT THE FISH CANIERIES, 
A Description of the Whee'@ with Which 
the Fish Are Cagght. 
When on the Columbia river iast sum- 
mer, writes a correspondent of the Chi- 


cago Inter Ocean, I saw those wonder- 


ful ‘‘fish wheels,” by which the fine sal- 
mon of that magnificeyjt river are 
taken. One, which I examined partic- 
ularly while in operation, was thirty- 
six feet in diameter, with the other 
measurements in proportion. It was 
permanently placed in its settings near 
the shore, with a sort of fence running 
from it and widening out into the 


stream below, so as to compel the fish 
| from quite a width of the river te come 
that way. 
_ turns the wheel, which is so seived with 


The current, of ‘course, 


wire that when the mighty paddles go 


down any thing of size that comes that 
| way is at once lifted out of the water. 


Now the salmon is no “happy-go- 
easy” fish. It will not float with the 
current, but, instead, ever goes against 


_ it, sometimes, too, at the rate of twenty 


miles an hour. So, drawn in by this 


| fence inclosure, battling with a five or 


six-mile current they rush into the wire 
cages of this revolving wheel and are 
lifted out of the water. This wheel’ is 
£0 arranged with troughs on a slant be- 
tween the paddles that the fish are 
(lropped into a large tank, through the 
upertures of which the water runs free- 
Jy. And this tank is so fixed with pul- 


_leys that whenever desired it can be 


\ifted above the river, and the water 
immediately running out the fish are 
readily killed and then taken in boat 


_ loads to the canning factory. 


There are several of these wheels to 
each factory. And looking into one of 
these factories I saw a large room, pos- 


_ sibly forty’ feet square, covered a foot 


or two deep with fish, waiting patiently 


_to be put through the necessary pro- 
| cesses and get safely housed in cans. 


With one of these wheels. so I was 
told by a boss fisherman, they took out 


last spring, in twenty-four hours, 102,- 


000 pounds. When 1 was there the best 


| of the season was passed, but even then 


they were doing a lively business. . One 
salmon then taken would measure 
about four feet in length, but the most 
of them that were being flopped over 
would weigh from five to twenty pounds. 
The smaller ones they do not desire, 


| and so the sieves on the wheel are made 
_ sufficiently coarse to let them through, 
_ andthey fell back into the current to be 


picked up again some future day when 


| grown to respectable and paying size. 


There were pointed out to me several 
varieties of the salmon, some of which, 
for instance the ‘‘dog’’ and ‘‘white,” are 
either discarded altogether, or traded 
off for trinkets to the Indians. But, 
when not being watched, the tempta- 
tion must be considerable to make good 
market of them all. The ‘‘blue-black” 
and the dark and spotted varieties have 
the finest grain and flavor,. and so are 
the most prized. But many a salmon 
that is eaten and relished in Chicago 
would not be served in Portland. But 
since all can “not. live in Oregon, it is 
well that with this dish people are not 
over dainty, for ‘‘when ignorance 
bliss, tis folly to be wise.”

A MEXICAN CENTAUR. 
The Strange Creature Killed in the Wood. 
of Arkansas. 

According to an Arkansas journal Dr. 
Collins of Little River County, that 
State, killed a most remarkable quad- 
ruped near his place in the spring of 
1877.. Irom the time of the war up un- 
til the year named, several persons 
claimed to have frequently seen an 
animal in the form of a large red deer, 
with the head and neck ofaman. On 
the day that the animal was killed, Dr.

He took his gun and 
started in search of the beast, which he 
soon overtook and shot. Closer inspec- 
tion showed that the head, instead of 
being that of a man, more nearly re- 
sembled that of a baboon.

A Housebuilding Fish. 
In Lake Nyassa, in the interior of 


“Darkest Africa,” there is a kind of 


blackfish which every year builds what 
the natives term a house. In the mud 
at the bottom of the lake it makesa 
hole some two or three feet broad, heap- 
ing up the mud removed from the hole 
so as to form a little.wall around it. 
The depth of the hole and the height of 
the wall measured together make a 
basin from fifteen to twenty inches 
deep. In this lake within a lake this 
queer little fish erects a mudhouse, the 
average-sized specimen measuring four- 
teen inches across the bottom, rapidly 
coming to a point in the shape of a 
broad cone. A hole four inches in di- 
ametér, always on the south side, 
serves as an opening for egress and in- 
gress. A dried specimen of this queer 
domicile preserved in the Royal Muse- 
um at Berlin has two doors, and a par- 
tition separating it into two rooms. 
Latest Fad in Bath-Tubs. 

It is quite possible, indeed it is very 
easy, to pay fifteen hundred dollars for 
a bath-tubin these days, says the New 
York Sun. For seven hundred dollars 
or eight hundred dollars the makers 
now offer tubs of iron faced with por- 
celain and then boxed around with mar- 
ble in such a way that to all appear- 
ance the whole tub is carved out of the 
beautiful stone. But if you want to 
bathe elegantly and have fifteen hun- 
dred dollars to spare you may buy a 
bath-tub all marble outside and raised 
at one end to a height of ten feet to ac- 
commodate a shower-spray in a tall 
marble tower that is open atthe end 
toward the rest of the tub. If you put 
this in your bath-room and cover the 
walls and floor with glazed tiles and set 
up a cheval glass seven feet high in 
which to look at yourself while you 
bathe you will be quite in the fashion 
and out twenty-five hundred dollars at 
the least.

A YELLOW FEVER VICTIM. 


He Eggaped the Bullets, But the Scourge 
Overtook Him. 

In the year of the last yellow fever 
epidemic in the South, says the New 
York Tribune, one of the first men to 
eatch the disease at a summer resort on 
the gulf was a tall, .ather heavily-built 
man, whose ¢ye was dark and keen, 
and who wore a very fine gray imperial. 
He was a strikingly hendsome man, 
with his military carriage and his 
strong face. But hismanner was grave 
and chilling and he made few acquaint- 
ances. Staying at the big hotel was a 
man who, in earlier life, had lived in the 
West, but who shortly after the war 
had married a Southern widow, who 
owned a sugar: plantation on the Mis- 
sissippi river.
